The story is something Like this: Aftbr the death of his 
father in 1861 the Jehol, the new Emperor, sueceeded and Abe Gp 
Chi hsiang was chosen for the name of the epoch, the first  — 
year of which would have been 1862. After the return to 
Peking, however, there was a coup d'etat, the Council of 
Eight avpointed by the late Emperor were devreded and the 
principal members executed and Prince Kung in conjunction - 
with the two “mpresses Bowager becnme regent. ‘The nien 
hao was then changed to Tung chih. I am enclosing a4 
rubbing of coins showing these two period names. Naturally 
the first one is very rare as they were either not issued 
or just beginning to be issued and all were supposed to be 
melted down. Naturally some escaped the melting pot.

the successful defeat of the coup d'état. 


In brief, according to the biography of + ape 
Mu-teung, in the Draft History of the Ch'ting Dynasty, y¥/, QL FZ 
Ch'i-hsiang was adopted on September 3,1861, and changed 

to T'ung-Chih on November 7,1861. 


I expect to make a small report on this at

I wrote to a collector and student in the Philippines and this 
is the answer that I got. He stresses more the coins coming into the 
Philippines then the coins going out of the Philippines to China. 


"The first pesos were brought here by Magellan, Later on under Legasfi 
a few more were brought in from Spain but the bulk of the siiver and 
gold brought in by the galleons yearly from Apaculpo Mexico were from 
the Potosi, Mexico, Guatemile, Santiago, Popoyan and Lima Mints. That 
explains the rarity of Spanish mint colns in the Philippine Islands. 
Until the opening of the Suez Canal cummunitation between P.I, and 
Spain was almost exclusively through Acapuica, Mexico, ‘The Pillar 
dollars circulated here (Mr. Wood's note: first issued in 1752) and 
was called silk money because the Ghinese traders in silk insisted 

on these coins in theiz sales of silk to the galleon merchants."
